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Better Co-Ordination Of 
Employment Machinery 


Ottawa.—Closer cooperation be- 
tween the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments and the better co-ordin- 
ation of employment machinery al- 
ready established were pressed by 
Right Hon, Mackenzie King, Prime 
Minister, in addressing the second 
session of the fourth annual meeting 
of the employment council. 


Mr. King expressed the hope that out 
of the deliberations of the council 
recommendations would arise upon 
which the Government could take ac- 
tion by way of legislation. 

Hon. James Murdock, Minister of 
Labor, indicated the various classes 
of handicapped workers that were 
applying to the employment service 
and suggested that if at all possible 
all phases of employment work should 
be centralized in the employment ser- 
vice of Canada. 


Hon. H. 8. Beland, Minister of Sol- 
diers’ Civil Re-establishment, stated 
that 33,000 disabled ex-service men 
had been placed in employment by 
his department during the past three 
years,

Two committees were appointed— 
one for the consideration of the 
problem of the placement of the 
handicapped and another to report 
on the general unemployment prob- 
lem. 

“The demand of Mr. MacNeil is 
entirely in harmony with the oft-re- 
peated requests of organized labor,” 
declared Tom Moore, President of the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada, in reference to the letter of C. 
G. MacNeil, Secretary of the Great 


War Veterans’ Association, to the | 


Prime Minister; urging the appoint- 
ment of a special committee of Par- 
liament to investigate the unemploy- 
ment situation. 

“We are fully aware,” Mr. Moore 
added, “that the unemployment prob- 
lem is still with us, and with cessa- 
tion of seasonal occupations next au- 
tumn there seems every reason to 
believe therg will be serious unem- 
ployment this coming winter as there 
was last. The time to deal with this 
matter is at the present time and not 
when the full volume of unempioy- 
ment is upon us, and therefore we 
coincide _with the demand of the 
G.W.V.A., and submit that Parliament 
should take action immediately.”

Preserve Their Independence | 


Through Many Centuries. 


There are several litile independent 
states in Europe and they art startling 
anachronisms in their way, for they 
have somehow managed to preserve 
their identity and to escape absorp- 
tion by thelr powerfulneighbors alt 
down the long centuries during which 
continent of Europe has been 
swept time and again by succéssive 
waves of war and of revolution. 

But so diminutive are they and of 
such a sturdy independence that it fs 
difficult not to be just a little amused 
at them. They do so suggest baby 
states playing at being empires. 

Take Monaco, for instance, afd its 
eight square miles of ‘territory, a de 
lightful harbor measuring forty-two 
acres and a revenue derived entirely 
from the gaming tables at Monte 
Cario, It lives under its own flag, is- 
sues its own coinage (only one hun- 
dred frane pieces, however), which is 


also its own postage stamps. 


The prince was an absolute mon 
arch up to 1911, but in that year he 
granted a constitution to his subjects 
and is now assisted in the cares of 
state by a prime minister and a coun- 
cil of state. His diplomatic represen- 
tatives are received at the courts of 
all the sovereign states of Europe. 


Then there is Liechtenstein on the 
borders of Switzerland and Austria, 
which, however, is very extensive, 
not to say far flung, by comparison 
with Monaco, for it has an area of 
quite sixty-five square miles. But 
“size is not grandeur and territory 
does not make a nation,” as Professor 
Huxely once put it, and there are 
points about this miniature principal- 
ity which may well go to make it the 
envy of many a large and powerful 
state, for it has no public debt and 
no standing army, the inhabitants, 
who numbered more than ten thous- 
and in 1912, being exempt from all 
military service. 


The principal is hereditary in the 
male line and, like Monaco, the state 
has been ruled by one family for over 
a thousand years. Several times in 
the course of its history it has been 
under foreign control and indeed join- 
ed the German Confederation in 1866. 


Just as Monaco has the same custom 
dues as France, so Tiechtenstein ts al- 


lied by treaty. to Switzerland as re- 
gards customs, posts and telegraphs. 
The diet of fifteen members is elected 
on the basis of universal suffrage and 
proportional representation, so it is 
quite up-to-date in Bpite of the fact 
that the capital Vaduz has a popula- 


San Marino, in Central Italy, perch- 
ed high up on a precipitous rock and 
approached by one single road only, 
claims to be the oldest state in Eur- 
ope, which, howevcr, is disputed. It

Rural Advancement 


Rural Civilization as Effective and 
Satisfying to Young Life as 
Urban — 

Progress of rural life, like other 
progress, must come from within 
rather than from without. The “Back 
to the farm” slogan, s0 often heard, 
is more or less a cry from another 
direction. It Is designed as a relief 
to the overloaded industries of the 
elties. It throws out a request for 
the country to provide sustenance for 
people in temporary distress. That 
is not the way to build up a strong 
rural life. 

“The real country life movement,” 
says G. W. Fiske, in a study of coun- 
try fe opportunity, “is a campaign 
for rural progress conducted mainly 
by rural people, not a paternalistio 
plan on the part of city folk for 
rural redemption.” 

The contention is that rural civiliza- 
tion should become just as effective 
and satisfying to young*life as urban, 
The urban civilization has the start 
in this matter. The social*trend has 
been in that direction. The country 
gravitates into the adjacent villages 
and towns; the towns into the cities, 
Men like to follow the crowd. That, 
it will be easily discerned, is poor 
business, unless there is some higher 
motive than the simple desire to go 
where the crowd is. 

In the more mature and experienc- 
ed social thought of today, the true 
method of rural development is bound 
to be discerned. The country rest- 
dents must help themselves. ‘They 
must work out their own salvation to 
a large extent. Those who go among 
them as teachers and leaders of vart- 
ous professions must become rurally- 
minded in their interest and not look 
upon country life as a makeshift ora 
“stepping stone” to something else, 
but as life’s calling, worthy of the 
best service.—Winnipeg Free Press.

World’s Largest Plane 


French Machine Will Carry Twenty 
+ Passengers and Luggage 

AVhat jis cluimed to be the world’s 
greatest biplane has just concluded 
final tests at the Orly aerodrome and 
will shortly begin trans-Muropean 
flights. It may be used in a new at- 
tempt to cross the Atlantic In the late 
summer.

But what is probably the oldest and 
most certainly the most interesting of 
all these curious political survivals of 
medieval feudalism is Andorra, the 
“Valleys of Andora,” to give the offi- 
cial designation of a little state at the 
heart of the Pyrenees, situated amid 
some of the most magnificent moun- 
tain scenery in all Europe. It is 
larger than the others, having an area 
of 175 square miles and a population 
of about six thousand, and until the 
Trans-Pyrenean railway penetrated 
there a year or two ago, was so shut 
in by mountains and difficult of access 
that century after century passed 
without working any change in it, 
The archives, which are said to go 
back to Charlemagne’s time, are kept 
in a cupboard in the wall of the priml- 
tive little council chamber. 

It is more a seigneury than a repub- 
lic, being under the protection both of 
the French Government and the 
Bishop of Urgel, paying an annual 
levy to the former of 40 poynds and to 
the latter 18 pounds, but it is never- 
theless recognized as an independent 
state, although it has no _ diplo- 
“matic representatives. It has, too, 
iis own national flag. The govern- 
ment consists of a council of twenty- 
four persons, The posts and tele 
graphs are under French control, 
while the coinage is Spanish, the lan- 
guage spoken being Catalan, There 
are no customs, and if rumor is to be 
believed smuggling is the chief indus.
